With the vh *^ uf t he year 11135 I be XuDii^siiiat ic Seeiety 
of India completed 25 years of its existeni?®* At meet] tig 
held at Mysore that year it was dcf^ide-d that the ne^ct suppjeiui nt 
Jie it^sued ah the Jubilee nuuilK^r of tJio Society wlien^iii it Avas 
pTopjsed to ptihlish the nn ieloftt^poeially roceiTtd for tUr oetflfiou 
along with a short review of the w'orkdone b\' the Society during 
llio kwt lAiienty-five years. A detailed hihUograpJi}^ of the 
original work done by different NimiiHinatists ha-K lieen piih- 
lished in Xnniij^matic Supplemenls 4I and 43. It 
therefore^ propowtl to give a general teiMUzu^ of tile work done 
Ln India hitherto* regar^ng the aid coinage of the cotmliy. 

The history of Nnniismatic studies in India goes back to tht 
yoar 1324 when^ in the iniiisiiuthins of Royal Ai^ktic Stjeiety* 
Col. Todd piibhHhed a Mcniuir on Creek, Parthian and Indirtii 
raedalSp wherein for t he first tirtie^ he notit^d tlie coins of Apollo- 
dotus and ^lenander. A htni of coins of the sidtans of Ikngal 
in IS41 brought the hailed of the Is Jamie rulers of India to the 
notice of srhohmj. 

In the latter half of the lUtb otmluiy, Qinninghaiiip Theobald 
and Bhrtgwfliilal Indraji were the ginnta of die Kumismatje 
world p HtNird afkr hoard of ancient^ mcdi&A-al and Mnhainma- 
dan coins flurTenden:d its secreli^ to these veterans, w'ho^e 
publications diKiilay them to the l>e8t advantage of contem- 
pottiry iind later schoJarn. They were s^lc^oc■eded by Vineciit 
Smith* Lruo Poole* Eel ward Thoouiiii, E. J. Kapron* CS J* Bodgi; rs, 
EllfoL KiK^mle. Thurston and others who* through their f*vm 
colleotions or publicatlonK ad%"aJiced this study to a t4?nsJderahIe 
e 3 rtent and crwited a keuii interest for coin eoJtecting and Numis- 
iiiatie research- The Cafnhgve^ of Coim in the British >[u}^iini 
(London)i Indiim Musimoi fCulcutta)* the Crntral Muscuei 
(L ahore} and the Goveniment Jlu^cum at Madras along with a 
Boriea of learned articles and notices of coins and coin 
in tho pages of the Proc^^iding^ and Jmmfils of the Asiatic 

E J 
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Soviet}' of Bengal and other iieientifie JonrnaU ehed a flciodi of 
light oo the different i-laeisefl of Indian coine. This roiim:d a 
very strong foundation for the (^trueture of further XuiniBmutie 
researeli. In the beginning of the present contur^^ there 
dpnmg up A eliisa of Xundsmatists ^lio were not only Tery 
toon collectonj of coins and ardent Htudeiita of Nuziu&matieSr 
bnt wore also keen on the co-ordination of the results of these 
researches and on systematizing the studies by affording a 
cominon platform for bringing together eoUectote and students 
of Indian KunilsmAtks. 

With this end in the sijc fouiiderg of this Society^ viz. 
Hon. Jtr. {Xow Sir) Riehftrd Bump 1-C.S., H_ E. XovilJ, Eaqr., 
I.C.S,, Eh B. ’Wliitehead, E^qr., I.C.S.. the Bon. Mr. H. N. 
Wright, T.C,S«^ Mr. Franiiji Thanaw^ula^ and Kev. Dr, Geo. P. 
Taylorp D.D. met together for the firsi time at .VlhihabEid on 
the 28tli of IhHismlTer I^lD and brought into kuiig a Society 
called ^ The Xuniismatio Soeiely of India ^ and invited Sir 
John Stanley, the Chief Justice of Alkluihad to be the first 
President of the Society. The annual fee for membortibip was 
tixed at Ks. 5. Early in 19U an appt^l wtis issued by Wliitc- 
head as the Honorary'Secretaryt wherein he stated * Coin collotrL- 
ing in India up to iho prcsc*nt has procetjdcd in a haphazard 
manner. A great deal has been done and is being done by 
Govomnieut. and private col lectors, but all has been independent 
of each other and t hero has been no means of cOH^rclinating the 
resullfl which has undouhtwlly been attended with wasted offorls 
and loss.' With these opening words he sent round a prospect uk 
informing all coneemed with The collection and study of coins, 
al)out tho constitution of the Sotuety intended not only for ihc^ 
encoumgemedt and Hdvhm4€™ent of J^tndies In Indian Knmis^ 
inaiicSp but also for tbo co-ordination and promotion of re¬ 
searches in that direction with a view to regulate the studies 
and achieve a systoniatized promotion of the knowlt^e. Indian 
coin colleetors were invited to join the Society with a view 
to obtain raforeiiL-es to bwks for reading of the toms they may 
have pitkod up mid to have a general in format ion on t he subject. 
It WHS also siiggestod tiiat Numisniatiftts abroad may do well 
to keep in touch wit h modem ilevdopmenta in Indian KuniLs- 
matics by joining the Society. This rosulted in tho rallying 
of as miiiiy as 4b tnetnlicrfl n>und the standard of the Society 
in tho ver>' first year of its incepthin. Its popularity increased 
and its membership grew steadily in the succeeding years. By 
tho end of the fir>t five years the Soeiety had on ila roll some 
members incLmling some in England, America, Eussia, Austria, 
Holland, Singapur and Qiylon. 

In the earlier yeiir^i the Society i^eems to have taken a 
kcf'tJ InteneHt in the prepararion of the Uats or catidoguea of 
collections lying in vTirioiis innaonms and with the private 
collectors. The original luembera took upon thomsolves to

head was rolieved of aome of his ufh<-Ja1 duties by the Punjab

preparation of the ealalogiie of eoina in iho Conlml MnHtutu, 
Lahore, and waa further permitted to prcu-eed on furlough to 
England to seo the eatalogno through the pret-fi. This resulted 
ill the piiblieftlion of two valuable volumes at" the caiaJogut^ 
of coinH in tbe Ljihore Jlnpemn in lll'I4 whieh temain the standuid 
piiblioationa in the branehea of Indian nuniihnnftiicH to whiih 
they In the aamo yw the eatalogne of Gupta roins in 

tho British ti^is published by one of our mem hers, 

J- Allan r whereby our knowledge of these ruins was nuiteriidly 
advanced^ partienhitly regarding the metrical chantetiT o( the 
legends. Then the issue of the catalogue of >[tighal coins in 
the Lucknow I^rnsetito bv C. J- Brown and that of the Bultaus 
of Dollii by Pmyag Bayal in the year 1920 and 1925, respectively, 
brought many new coins to light. Bleaaby likf' his earlier Ibts 
of coins in the Slufleiima at Srinagar (Kashmir) and Rangoon, 
undertook to prcspiirc a catalogno of coins in the Nagpur Jtuseum 
and issued it in tho year 1923. A cataloguo of eoina of Indian 
States compiled byHender^n, (\ J. Btowjx and Valenti tie 
wa& edited by J. Allan and itisurd in 1928. Use fatalogue of 
DiiTTani coins in the Ijihoro Musonm by Wliitehead. iasuttl 
in 1033, proved the necessity and advantage of dymastic c-ala- 
logues of coins in a comprehensive st^'ic. The authorities of 
the Trince of Whales Museum. Bombayi also followed soil and 
have, towards the end of the period under review, issued the 
Cataloguo of Coins of the Gujarat Sultans compiled and ediU d 
by 0. B. Singhal nnii G. V^ Acharyrt. rcspectiveJy. This and I he 
catalogue of the coins and metrology of tbe Sultans of DeJhi 
In the Museum of Arrliseology' at Delhi by H. N. Wright include 
oven the coins that ate In other cabinoU and as such can be 
termed as corpuses on tho respective anbjecta. This wolcomo 
phriso of cataloguing facilitates study to a veiy great extent and 
the fttudenta an- sparirfl the trouble of tunnng over tho pages of 
various publication a for a single hiibjert. Thus almod^t all tlie 
impjrtant niusfiimis in Lulia have through their various exjiorts 
contributed their own quota by 1j4suing the catjilogiies of I heir 
ticasurcs for i he lioe und reference of scholars working in diftrenl 
branches of Xiimismatifs, 

Jf™(?iVa.—Besides being instmmental in the pnxluction 
of catalDguee^ of iliffi rent Museums and colJeetioiis, the Society 
itself hua hitherto i^etl tw'O occassional Memoirs, via. ‘The 
Coins of the Tipu Sultan’ prepnitd by G, P. Taylor and "A 
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study of Mitghtil Xuniifuuatics' by S. H. Hodivala, They 
'H'ete publislied ill thu yenra lftl4 and 1023 Pcspeclivcly. Th^ 
euUolariv iroatisps pave a goml doftl of ready made material 
and a p'n?at impetus to ihf study of the coinage of the Sultaiis 
of Mysore and the ^liighol Eiiiittrors of Jtt'llii, tTfipfCtiToly. 
A thi'nl Jlomoir on mint lownM of tlio KiiUans of lleilii and tbe 
kaglmh bv B. Whitehead is under pnsparation. Tiie issue 
of t ilia monogmplv will, it is hoped, give us anlhorltutivo infomv 
ation about thu dchnito location, importata-e and Jictivity of 
mint tnwiis under tliese ntlers wlicnce tho tiny reronl of liistory 
were issued in various metals from timo in time. 

The StK'iety has instituted tho awanl of two meiUils every 
vear for iho promotion and oncoumgement of Indian XuntiK- 
iiuitics. They are (1) Xelsoii "Wright Modal, (2) Priste Sk'dal 
of the Kuniisinatic Sodety of India. 

(1) W. A', IVrigfH JfeirM.—At tin* annual rneotmg held at 
Aliniadalatd in Febniary IHH, it was animutiued that ilr. H. 
kolMon Wright, l.C'.S.. has iircsentod a riKKlal to the Society. 
Tiio design for the dies of tins nierbd is taken from a suprb 
muhr issued by the Ennieror Jahangir in the firsl year ot his 
reign with tluj'portmit of his father Akbsr.

Thereafter the Socioly spends for the nepllras whenever 
required. A hronsie medal is'awarded annually for ihr work 
done during the year by a inemJier of ihe Sociuty on Indian 
Xumlaniatics, which is published in tlio XimiisTnatif Rupplement 
Of olhcwbcre if such work is found to deserve the distinetion. 
The Silver medal is kept for presentation to any sjawiidly 
meritorious inumlwr of tho Sth-icty in rui-ognition of exceptional 
serviws in Indian Xumisniatios and m very sparingly given. 
G. P. Tavlor laid tlio privilege of receiving tho Hmt special silver 
nuxlal in IU16, Ih-of. Hodivala’s researches brought for Mm 
three medals, ono of them being a special Silver mofial awarded 
in the vear ltl2tt. C. J. Brtjwn and R* li. Wliitehcad won two 
each, of which one awartlcd in t|io year IDL'S to both was a 
Special Silver one. In t he uuccpeding year H. N. Wright himself 
was the rccjpluiit of a spceial Silver medal. Tho sixth and the 
last rluring the perital under review' was awarded to K. P, 
Jayoawal.

33- Among tln^ most important finds of early White Hun 
coins is the fiof^xsit discovered by Ma^^^on in the tinjat Tope at 
Hidda near JDlalah4Jul in the Kabul Valby% 

Thia hoard has never been analysed with aeeuraoy and has 
imfortunatcilj been dispensed, but it apijears from the description 
given in /Vriana Antiquap pages 3yt^-3ihb that, thoui^h It inohidcd 
savend coins dating from llio latter half of the Hfth contury^ 
the great' majority, at any rate of thoSasaniAn issues ^ were struck 
ill tliu closing decades of the fourth century* Thia is a strong 
indication that many of the White Hun coins in tliis deposit 
should l>o Tfderred Ut the same fieriuL

lifK That the White Huns had raided as &r as Peshawar 
prior to 4tKl a.d. is suggested by a legend recorded by Fa-HKicn 
that an Kjjlithatite king bail * formerly vndcavourod " to remove 
Buddha's begging h<iw| from Peshawar, but had been foiled by a 
miraculouH exhibition of peu^slve tesistance on the part of the 
relic. 

The (.;hirie*k- pilgrim Fa-Hsieii described his visit to rTimflhim 
in the first dta:^le of tho oth century a.d. and the legend is given 
in full on |mge 14 of Gilos" translation. 

The early Zabuli coins of tho classes referml to In 
fmnis. 33 and 114 have, in alnioflt all their reverses totallv^

On only a few' coins are tho details of the roverse at all 
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ulfsttT, »nil a larj^ jjercenta^e of tluiae te.g, Whitthfad, ?(Tiin, 
Suppl., XXI, Xo. 18) show a bust of llormiid appearing in ibe 
flames sunuouiiting the first-altar, which ii* a fourth foiilnry 
characteristic as fllioaTi in para, 18 above. _ 

Another Zabuli coin {Cunn. he. VI i. 2) which frotn iti 
aimilarity to the Merv coins of Varoliriiti V app^ni to be of 
Merv mintage, was undoubtedly strack during the fourth century^ 
as it is copiwl from the coins of Varahran IV . 

37, The evidence discusBcd in tile precetibig paragraphs 
iadicatea that prior to the close of the fotirth century the VVhile 
Huns bad struck coins in Merv, BalUli arid south of the Hinrlti 
Kiisb and had even penetrated aa far as Peshawar, tboiigh tliis 
appears to have been little more than a raid, Jt is therofoo!

39. We have no record of tho wars bclween Kidftra and 
the Wliite Huna bovond the fact that tbo latter were ultiraMely 
succossfuJ. WhUo tho Kushana wefo engaged in tli^ worn the 
Sasaniona seem to have taken the opportunity of extending 
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their EUiilarn domiiiiortci, Andeshir 11 reconquered at least one 
district over which he fiet a ftatrap (com No. o0J, and Shaptir III, 
in addition to annexing several other dktricta (eoine tiT-71J forced 
Firo to acl£nowlet.1gc hia suxetaintt^ in GaridhAra. VaraJirfliij 
who succeeded to PirOt was also a vassal of the Sasonians.

At the mmo time it L? u theory' which appears to fit in with 
every known fact. It is consfsnant with the recorded statements 
of Ammian, Padstos and the Chme&e historians. It explains 
the cause of the Kiisteni wars of Shapur 11, the inscription of 
8l5k, High rliidge of Kabul, and the floubriquet ^ The Warlike* 
eamefl by Shapur IIL At'd, in atiditlonn all knoivn coins, all 
ru'crordcd findsput^^ and all variations in script and portraiture 
lire woven into the fabric.

The ancient kingdom of Mag^idha whiob was no bigger than 
the modem districts of Patna, Cnya, Mpnghyr and Ehagalpur 
in the time of tho Budflhd * began to expand into an Empire 
from the time of Ajata^^atm who came to tbo throne about 
eight yeaOH before the Xirva^^ or death of Gautama Buddha, 
by engulfing thu confedemey of Vaisali — modom Tirhut, the 
kingdom of Kosala, iiio<lem Oudb induding Kashi, modem 
lionams ; and in the time of tbo NainJa Kiug^ eome 150 voars 
after, the Empire of Mugodha further expanded by ndriing 
Arajitl, inffliom ^^Lalwa; Fanchal ^ modord Farrukhabad, and the 
BareUly Divisions ; and the kingdom of Suradonaa ef Mathurft, 
reaching up to the border of fcho Punjab when Dhaaa Xanda, 
the contemporary of Alexander was ruling over ]S[agadha, the 
then higgeiit Empire in Northern tntlia in the last quarter of 
the Itli century n.c. All the Kaid r»>cordsi are dounted as the 
historical facts by \\'estorri scholars ^ and abo mentioned bv 
the Greek hiatorians.

Thirt ohacrved fact hol|}«rd me much in the arnwigernents of 
the series of tho dilfert-ut cksae^ ^ of yiarticiilar groups of o 
s^tiiIkjIs in a imnielly chronological order, f however wish I 
could have armngofi the eym hoi-groups and their suh^clssaea in 
a strictly clvmnulogicttl order, more carefullv, than what Ims 
lieen done on the plates. 

This uiethodical change in location of the 5th s;itiibi.il 
may bo duo to the cdiangos of kings in the same dynasty^ and 
was tlte syslonn mlopteii to prezierve the distinctive dynastic 
H^Tiibol-groiips on the punch-marked coin.'! of alt sgos at the 
same time indicating the particular group-symbola of the pirti' 
cuJar kings in t hosts early days when wTiting and dates were not 
put on the coins. 

It rannot be pretended that the eouclusions are final, but 
they appear to lie tho moz^t naturrd deductions from the obaervad 
facts, Tho correctness or inrorroctness of thofse will be proved 
or diHproved by further observations and studies of the silver 
punch-marketl coins of different periods and other new hoards. 

I hftvo Bunply attomptod to lay out the iinefl of thought on the 
observed facts to be tested by other numismatists wlio have 
the means of studying the punchod coins. 

The ilLustntted plates netnl revision wilh some corrections 
here iiml there in the arrangement of grt>np ligurefl, in a better 
chronological orflcr by aildlng further symbol-groups whith arc- 
not included in the illuHtrations, as more coins lieanng different 
groups of the knowai elasses have been soon by me after the 
publication of the previous thessis, and many more will lat adtl^^l 
in future.

Though there is no mention of the coins of JOO or L5 Kattis

It ia an anthropological fact that all measures and weigLtJ^ 
and ov'cti tho counting ware learnt by man from natural object* 
and adapted to suit his purpose. 

In India in the vet^' early dayis, Abnis Pmatonufi the 
Krrthrjala of Raktikap whiJli has the two name* for its l>eautifiil 
hlack and rod colour, was used as a unit of weight along with 
the barely forHr p^i<ldy and muslnTd-boocf It* earliest tnention

ThiB coin was among t!io coins collact-od at Bcblftur,^ near 
Cbamimpiif Ln Bila-Hpiir District of the Chhatbigarli Division 
of the Central Proviiicos by Pandit Ixjclmn Pni,sAd Pandcya. 
the enthusiastic Secretary of the ^[ahakosuhi Historical Society, 
to whoso energy and keenness the recover^' of ho miieh historical 
material [n t bii ramotn cnruor in due. The present coin is aaiicl 
to have been origina lly discovered in the mnd of I be Mabanadi 
river by persona washing the sand for gold. It is a tiniqiio coin 
in several roapocte and is valuable for the bght it throws on the 
liisrtory and ^^iiiage of the Andhra periocl. 

In the Piirinie liffta of Andhm Kings, there occurs a name 
which with slight variants may bo taken aa ^Apllaka with a 
reign-period of 12 Along with aeveral other niimeH of 

Andhra Kings, known from the almost imaninious Eestimony of 
the Puramis, but not yet Jjeen confirmed by nrcbDeoIo^eal 
evident?® (e.g. Dimbodara, Nenii KTiahna, "Pnivillasena or 
Pnrindrft.sona) tliia king has not yot l>oen recogiii 2 »d as hintork^J 
and but for tbe present Unci would have long remained so- Tbe 
authenticity of the Fumnio tradition is thus strikingly con- 
Rnued hut it is novortheleas true that the actual order in wbieb 
the kings ruled as given in the Piiranas cannot be followed. 

In the present mstanoe, the place of Aplkka in the Furinas 
is almost immediately after ^^takandt and thus comparatively 
earlj' in the dynastic list. The present tioin carmot however be 
oseribefl tn an early Andhm ruler on numismatic grcninds and 
must rather be classo^l ^vitii the oaet#ni issues of later rulers like 
brl-Rudru and Sri-Yajila Sftt^ikami and relegated Eo about the 
end of the second century a.d.

It is well knoTH'T! that the ehronolog)’ of tlm Westerh 
Kshatmpns is iiNwl rminljf on tho strsii^h of the compjiratiTely 
large number of tbeir coins, many of which boar elates wtiilc their 
inscriptioEUi are indeed very rare. It boeomes therefore neccasary 
to study each now board in grent detail and see if tbere in aiij’ 
possibility of ftosb light being obtained on thu otherwise dark 
perio^l of Karlv Indiiui History. 

Detalbi about tlio coins of all the three now hoitnis have 
been collected and tabulated at tli« end of this paper for facility 
of refurence. In the body of this paper I only wish to bring 
out tbe novel (uul inlorostuig iwints about the coins in each of 
these hoards. 

I. Sonpur (Chhindwani) Hoard of <i33 Coins. 

A big bo«nl of 670 ailver Kshatrepa tmuis was found in 
1023 by Sunit Ahir and others at Sonpiir in the tahHiJ 

and district of Chliindwara in Ihmtml Provincca. Out of these 
37 coins wore melted away by tlw finder fur making omanienTa 
and the remaining 033 were to me for detiiilod cxaiuinution 
by my friend .Mr. JI.

I also ftS Amin od a few' more eoins from the cabinet of the Prince 
of Wales Museum and noticed that there were two distinct types 
of these corns. The coiim of iho first variety rosomble the 
KshatTopdL couiH^ as rc^rd the ^^hape and ako as also the fomi 
of the letters Loseribed on them. The major portion of the Icf^eud 
la still imdeclphenihlep but it undoobtediy begin with the letters 
* Rujfio maha-KflhatTapa * which are found only on Wcfitem 
Kshatrapa coins. The coins of the other type are more like the 
dumpy and irregularly rthaped c-oina of the inter Gupta period. 

It appears, therefore, that the '^'‘alabhi coins were fir^st minted 
as a local Ufluo in the time of the later Kshatmpas (about the 
end of the 4th lentury A.n.) and were current till the middle of 
the 5th century a.d., w^hen the mlers of the V^'alablii djTiaaty 
appropriated them as their own cumency with uoc^essary tnodificiL- 
tion In the legend, shape and ske. The first and the earlier 
type of coin is '6* in dlamoler and weighs 27 groins, w'hile that 
of tlie later type is 45' in diameter and weighs 20 grains. Besides 
in the former the tower part of the trident is like a simple per- 
jjendicular rod while la the latter Ihetu is something like an axe 
at right angles to it.^ In both the types there is the head of 
the king to right on the obverse and on the reverse the trident 
surroimded by the legend which iKigins from the figure I of the 
dock. 

The letters are evenly distrihut4?d and there is no vacant 
space an^'wbore. Some toins bear the complete legend but the 
top and bottom strokes are not complete. For this reason 1 
selectcfl different lots of coins, for difforent parts of the legend 
OH those coins* I give below n copy of the legend as reoonstniqtcd 
from Several such coins.

In the miiin of Ancient Induin 
Xntnisnixvties wo have i^veraL exiimples of Commoniorativo 
Motlals being at nick hy aucceciliiig riilors, but there is not a 
iHttiiflo cnee so far kno™ of a m|er comnionioniting; hi.s ;:uircnts 
or predecessors, but failing to put liis own name or hiritd/t on the 
t-oinineniorativo menials. .Xgathotles mid Anti machos Theos 
(ijive irsuckI fi number of coiiinicnioriitiYe ineilrtls comtnemonitijjg 
Alexander the Grent,, AniiiHilius Nikatorp Didotos, Euthedemos^ 
DH>iiietries ^ cte. They no {loiibt give the iiameH and portraits 
of tho Len>ea they commemorato on the obverse in tho place of 
Jioiiour, hut they are very particular to ndrl their own name on 
tho ravorsa. Eiikrutides has idso dcaie tlKt sti.me on the eeitmie- 
momtive medals issued by him in nianiory of his parents UeLiocIcs 
atid Liiodike,* [f Saxnndraguptii iiad really iRsiiod the 
Chandragnpta-Kiimanidovi typn of coins na commoinomtivo 
medals^ it Wfte in the fitness of 1 hings that t lie tiumes and figures 
of ilia fIS rents should Jiave nppi^rocJ on the obverse in tho place 
of honour ; but hi^i own name or at least his tirmlu should have 
figured on the DOYoreo. Samudragupta in issuing these com- 
mBiuomtive niodalzs must have been anxious to proclaiin the 
fact of hia lllial devotion p as it is, there is nothing whatever on 
t liese so-called medab to show who luul iiuuied them. The absence 
of the lutme or hvruda of Samudnigupta on tbeso ooiiis is in 
my Dpuiion the most convincing proof that they w’ore not at 
all issued by him. 

Lastlyp It may lie pointod out that we have some undoubted 
cases of commemorative medals struck liy Gupta emperors.

These two gold coind form part of a hoard discoyored in 
village Pfludwahap Tabail CSanmthH., Distritt Jhaasit U.P., 
ill 1905^ which included aoven ailvor eoina of tlio Adivaraha tjpo 
ladiiod by the PtHtihara King Hhojadeva {circa 840^00 a.d.). 
Tho gold colna wore acquired and presented to the Provuiciyl 
^^l^HeuI£l, Luekuowp by the United Frosincea Guyemiaeiit in 
Isovomber 1905, and vrore then registered as coiiia of ' Jr^isevnl 
India'. Roeontly whiJo preparing a \i%t of gold cohw in the 
Lucknow eabmet p I tried to study them and dittcovarod that the 
obverse and re venae logonds were idontieaf I took rubbings 
from the coins and forwarded them to 3Ir. K. Dikshitj Deputy

OF Slil-AVA. 

Tho history antJ coiniigo of this d>mtrt.y hat^ been completely 
deiilt with in the pngc^s of the Numismatic Chronicle. The 
first exhuustls^e paper on tlio subject wus [lubltshed in Vol. Ul| 
Fourth Series^ in the your liy Dr. h. While King and the 
second wliich ijiL‘orpor4ite€l aU the researehes of the no^ct twenty- 
mvitn veaiiH (JiM>4-lfJ3l) was publiahtNi in VoL Xtl, Fifth Series, 
by yir. H, NoIboh Wright. Jji the preiicnt paper it is intendefi 
to describe a laige numljer of such ixnns as liuTO not been iioticied 
hitherto. Almost all of th^‘ are from the eabinot of the Prince 
of Wales Museum. Boniliay, a majority having lieon ptarchased 
from Mr. C. T. M Hannlton of Allahabad. About two doxon 
coins from the eolloctioii of Mr. Kntilal SL Antajn of Udaipur 
are also included herein, und are distiiiguishetl &om the Slu^uJU 
collection by the loltei^ a, or c, etc., addod to the serial 
number. 

Although tho coiHH of Mulwa were genenill}^ minteil In 
st|Uaro form, the round tv-pe was also issued by some of the 
rulers. Some of the nilcrs minted purely round coins, and 
others struck oscinsivel)" sCjiisre issues^ tvliilo them were some 
who seem to have issued both roiind anti square coins : —

The ooIds catalogued in this pajwr are different from ihow 
published so far, in one way or the other.

early time, A<^ordiiig to Parishta^ tbb ruler as he 
liftth during the lant thirty’-four yoars^ been amployoil 
oonstantly in the fields Hgbting under the lialiners of 
his ilJustrioua father* he now yielded up the sword to 
his son in order that he might himself enjoy ease ttie 
refit of tiifi days (ffWe Brigg's Farishta^ VqL IF, 
p. tie asoended the thruno in 873 h. and if tie 

was hghting for thirty four years previoiifilyT he ought 
to ba quite a strong and grown-np priiiee in the year 
83^t M,j whieh is the year of his fathers accession to 
the tlirone. We also know^ that ^latiniud was always 
engaged in w^ara against his neigtiljouring kings froin 
the time he asi-ended the throne. In the words of 
Faiislsta * Scarcely a year paeu^od that he did not take 
the field, so that his tent beeaino Ida home and hi^ 
refiling place the field of battle ^ This shows that the 
son was acting as a Coniniaiider under the biimeF^of 
Ilia father from the time of the latterb accession till 
his (ktath in 873 It, and it fioems quite safe and natiiti^l 
to suppose that Mahmud must have apfXiiiitefl hia Hon 
flhiyiia Shah as Heir-apparent ^lome years after his 
acfrcasion* The year 850 n, in w'hich this coin wn^ 
strm-k cannot definitely he ssiid lo be the year when 
Ghiyas Shah w'oa proclaimed the Keir-apparent.
